“T.am, as I have ever been, a Christian,” said Disraeli 
Tne Two once when giving evidence in a Court of Law. The 
Disraelis, declaration must have calmed the conscience of his 
. innumerable worshippers. But the precise significance 
which Disraeli himself attached to the statement is quite another matter. 
According to Mr. Lucien Wolf, in his clever psychological study in the 
Daily Graphic, Disraeli’s religion was a compromise. ** He never succeeded 
in bringing himself to the exact standpoint of orthodox Christianity. He 
remained to the end a sort of early Hebrew-Christian in whom the leaven 
‘of nationalism had proved ineradicable.” What was Disraeli’s exact 
religious standpoint, what he really thought in his innermost heart of 
hearts on religious questions, how he lived and bow he died—these are 
subjects of profound and absorbing interest, especially to Jews, upon which, 
it is devoutly to be hoped, the official life about to be published will throw 
some light. We bave, however, Disraeli’s own words that on the matter of 
one's religion wise men do not speak,and Mr. Wolf himself tells us that the 
unpublished papers available give little fresh information as to the forma- 
tive epoch of Disraeli’s life.. We shall, nevertheless, look forward with 
interest to the manner in which Mr. Monypenny, who is writing the 
biography, deals with the dual personality of Disraeli as traced by Mr. 
Lucien Wolf—the “ discordances of heredity and environment,” the con- 
fliet between blood and surroundings, between the “Jew by birth and 
sympathy and the “Christian by baptism gnd interest.” How far the 
blood and the sympathy were drowned by the waters of baptism and the 
floods of ambition isa profoundly attractive theme, and not without its 
practical interest to-day. Disraeliat best resolved the problem of duality 
by a compromise ; at worst by a complete—at all events out ward—surrender 
to environment. Others have frankly surrendered’ to the call of the 
blood and allowed the capitulation to carry them to its logical 
destination—-Mount Zion. This raises an interesting reflection, however. 
Mr. Wolf speaks of Disraeli’s ineradieable Jewish nationalism. What if 
Herz! could have begun his propaganda twenty years earlier—at the time 
when Turkey was in the crucible and Disraeli was shaping the map of 
Kurope? Who knows what might have happened if Herzl had met 
Disraeli then, and the two men of imagination and genius had talked over 
the Zionist scheme together. Alas! Herzl was but a mere schoolboy 
when Disraeli was in Berlin. ‘Too late!” is once again the epitaph 
written upon the monument of dead Jewish hopes.

Temporary Shelter intervened. The result of that intervention, and the 
Sympathetic reception accorded to it by the Home Office, is that the 
child has been handed over to the Shelter, which has undertaken to keep 
it isolated until cured of the temporary ailment on account of which it 
was excluded. In this way an appalling act of cruelty has been averted. 
But the moral of the incident ought not to be lost on the community. Here 
we have a case in which the machinery of the Act.-including the appeal 
to the Immigration Board —was powerless to prevent the tearing of a little 
girl of six from her parents. The intervention of the Bnei brith and the 
Shelter was alone able to deliver this family from a heart-breaking mis- 
fartune. The Bnei Brith has thus swiftly proved its right to exist. In 
the provision of legal help for immigrants it has a wide field for the per- 
formance of its humane functions. The Jewish community cannot repeal 
the Aliens Act. But by assisting the Bnei Brith it can do not a little to 
secure its just and merciful administration. This energetic organisation 
is asking for some £200 to enable it to provide legal protection for aliens 
in necessary cases. Surely the community will gladly supply this very 
exiguous sum, and’wish the Bnei Brith God speed in their kindly mission. 


We are glad that the action which we took in regard to the 
Rejected detention, under revolting conditions, of a number of aliens 
Aliens. on the s.s.*' Nerissa,” has had some effect. As will be seen 

from an interview, published in another part of this issue, 
with Messrs. Craven and Co., the London Agents for the Kirsten line of 
steamships, this particular firm has made strong efforts to obtain permis- 
sion for the return of rejected aliens by intermediate boats instead of on 
the vessel on which they arrived. The Jatter ship may be detained for 
some reason or other, and then the excluded immigrants have to be kept 
in custody on board in the docks until! the vessel is ready to depart, which 
frequently means the better part of a week. The shipping company are 
compelled to act as gaolers, and the aliens who, after all; are guilty of 
no crime, are kept in the cabins which, as Messrs. Crayen point out, 
were designed for sleeping accommodation on the high seas and not as 
rooms “in‘dockyard hotels.” The result is that serious cruelty is inflicted 
on the immigrants, as the “ Nerissa”’ incident showed. Messrs. Craven, it 
appears, asked for permission for the rejected immigrants to return by the 
next steamer of their line, instead of waiting for the departure of the 
vessel on which they arrived. The suggestion was received with the most . 
frivolous and trivial objections by the Chief Inspector under the Aliens 
Act. but, apparently, this official has no real control of the matter. The 
Aliens Act lays it down, inferentially, that the immigrants must return 
by the boat by which they came. The idea, we suppose, was to 
hold this necessity in terrorem over the head of the master of the 
ship, and to make him doubly careful as to the kind of immigrant 
he carried. Bat the only result of this stupid and vexatious 
legislation has been the disgraceful and disgusting breach of 
decency and propriety to which we recently drew attention—and other 
incidents probably of a similar nature which have not met with public 
notice. The sooner the absurdities which we have noted are obviated 
by the provision of a proper Receiving Home the better, though even in 
that case the immigrants, while housed under proper conditions, may still 
be unreasonably detained here. The whole thing is part and parcel of the 
barbarous and wicked Aliens Act, and if it were completely remedied to- 
morrow we should never know when and where to expect some other 
iniquity to arise under the operation of this legislative monstrosity.

inspection and treatment. In particular, she was emphatic as to the 
oducational loss resulting from defective eye-sight, and for some years she 
has defrayed the cost of spectacles at the Jews’ Free and Gravel Lane 
schools. When the needs of such institutions as boys’ and girls’ clubs, the 
Jewish Lads Brigade and the Jewish Athletic Association were brought to 
her notice, she never failed to respond, and when her great-nephew, Mr. 
Lionel de Rothschild, M.P., commenced his communal career by becoming 
President of the Hutchison House Boys’ Clab five years ago, she was among 
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the first to encourage his efforts and give financial help. This by no means 
exhausts her philanthropic interests, for she was a subscriber to many 
schools, hospitals and other charities. But her sympathies were chiefly 
with the young, for with them, as sne often said, were the hopes of the 
future. 

Till her accident last June Lady de Rothschild conducted nearly all her 


| -eorrespondence personally, and many of her letters revealed her kindly, 


cultured personality. Almost the last letter she wrote with her own hand 
was to the present writer, and was full of gracious messages and enquiries. 

At Aston Clinton the deceased lady was truly beloved. In recent years 
she spent the greater part of each year at her country residence, coming to 
19, Grosvenor Place generally for three summer months. It is natural, there- 
fore, that much of her time was taken up with the villagers. I remember 
once her description to me of the building of the local school as a * birth- 
day gift” for her elder daughter, and how keen she was on the domestic 
training there afforded. Indeed, as I have said, in the children lay her chief 
interest. 

Her conversation was an education in itself. She would speak of her 
childhood days at Stamford Hill and elsewhere, and of her reminiscences of 
Gladstone and Disraeli and Thackeray and Matthew Arnold, as if the 
incidents she related were of yesterday instead of fifty or more years 
previously. She retained her Liberal and Free Trade. convictions to the 
end, and rejoiced, as she more than once remarked during the last two or 
three years, at the increased opportunities for the social betterment of the 
people which seemed to be opening up in the closing years of her life. The 
amelioration of poverty to her was not so much a matter for benevolent 
philanthropists, much as they might do in many directions, but a subject for 
the social consciousness of the whole State. 

Lady de Rothschild was an enthusiastic uphoider of her ancestral faith, 
although she inclined to the views of her nephew, Mr.C. G. Montefiore. She 
was a consistent reader of books of Jewish interest and adopted a regular 
practice of sending interesting Jewish books to non-Jewish acquaintances, 
especially young people, as a means of diffusing a better, more sympathetic 
knowledge of Judaism and the Jewish people. | 

In Louisa Lady de Rothschild Anglo-Jewry has lost almost the last of 
those Jewish men and women of rank and culture who, during the reign of 
Queen Victoria, made the word “Jew” ‘a name of praise” amorfg the people 
of England. But both the Jewish community and the country generally has 
lost a noble woman imbued with the true Jewish spirit of rachmonuth. The 
price of this virtuous woman was, indeed, ‘ far above rubies,” and it is meet, 
therefore, that her works should be praised in the gates. J. M.M.

Sexton. 

Lady Battersea sent a wreath of lilies and orchids inscribed "To the best and 
dearest of mothers from her sorrowing and devoted daughter, Constance.’ The Hon, 
Mrs. Eliot Yorke’s wreath was of lilies and roses and bore the inscription : “ From 
Annie to the best of mothers with love, reverence and deepest sorrow, a few flowers 
from her own iittle home.” Lord and Lady Rothschild’s wreath was inscribed: “ A 
token of love and deep sorrow, from Nattie and Emmie.’ That of Mr.and Mrs. 
Leopold de Rothschild, “ A loving tribute from Leo and Marie.’ Lord Rosebery 
sent a wreath from Balmoral with the inscription : ‘ With deep reverence and affec- 
tion from Rosebery.’ Miss Alice de Rothschild’s tribute was inscribed : “In 
sorrowing affection, with heartfelt gratitude from Alice de Rothschild.” Miss 
Monteliore wrote: * To dearest Aunt Louisa, with truest love and heartfelt sorrow.”

MISS MIRIAM MOSES. 


With almost tragic suddenness Miriain Moses, one of the pioneers of 


lementary education in Jewish schools, passed away laat Friday after only 


a few days’ illness. If a lady can be regarded . 
as one of the * Old Guard,” as the organ of 
the National Union of Teachers delights in 
calling the teachers of the past generation, 
Miss Moses can lay full elaim to the title. 
as she was one of the first batch of Jewish 
female certificated teachers. Long over fifty 
years ago, when the Education Act was in 
its early infancy, before codes and systems 
played so important a part in the conduct of 
elementary schools, Miss Moses was a mem- 
ber of the teaching staff of the Jews’ Free 
School, Bell Lane, and continued so till 1863, 
when she passed the examination for the 
Government certificate as an acting teacher. 
In those days headmasters and mistresses of 
Jewish schools were caught young, and in 
18614, when she was only twenty-three years 
old, Miss Moses was elected headmistress 
of the Birmingham Hebrew National School, 
which post she continued to hold till 187}, 
when the boys’ and girls’ departments were 
| merged into a mixed school under the -then 
headmaster. She remained on the staff for another thirty. years, completing 
forty years’ active and faithful service, and during this period she gained 
the esteem and respect of the managers. and the affection of the pupils. 
Brought up in the atmosphere of denominationalism, she held that 
religious and secular education must go hand in hand. long before she left 
London she was identified with the Sabbath classes held at the Jews’ Infant

school, and all the years she lived in Birmingham she took her share of the 


work in the local Sabbath school. Looking back to the ‘sixties one cannot 
hut be impressed with the zeal and sturdy activity which animated such 
women a8 Miss Moses, enabling her to trudge backwards and forwards daily 
during summer and winter, between Barnsbury and Bell Lane, and even on 
Saturdays to render voluntary service in teaching religion in the same 
neighbourhood. When she returned in 1901, owing to an affection of the 
throat (schoolmaster’s throat) she returned to London, where she quickly 
found an outlet for her activity by participation in charitable and religious 
work, becoming an Honorary Visitor at the Home and Hospital for Jewish 
incurables, on behalf of which when in Birmingham she initiated a system 
of weekly contributions, and by participation in Dorcas Societies, and the 
.adies’ Committee work of the Dalston Synagogue. 
_ During her long period of service in Birmingham she secured many last- 
ing friendships among the members of the Congregation. The sentiments of 
the Old Boys and Girls of the Hebrew School were expressed by a testi. 
monial presented to her prior to her retirement. In private life Miss Moses 
Was a Staunch friend and, if kindness of heart is taken into acco unt, she has 
carned a rich reward. She was keenly appreciative of the smallest kindness 
extended to her, and serupulously repaid the same with old world courtesy 
and well meant attentions. She has suddenly been called from her well- 
varned earthly rest to the repose which knows no awakening, to enjoy the 
‘appiness treasured up forthe just. 

_ Her memory will long be cherished by her colleagues who survive her, 
by many friends, and by a host of men and women in the formation of whose

| Result of the Odessa Election. 

The second ballots at Odessa have resulted in a victory for the anti- 
semite Reno, who polled votes, aS against the 538 east tor Dr. 
Tehausansky. The polling-day was marked by unprecedented. scandals. 
Several of our coreligionists were cruelly assaulted and driven away from 
the polling booths by armed gangs of Real Russians, from whose number the 
presiding ollicers and election committees were chosen, The director-in- 
chief of the operations wis the notorious Pelican. The officials literally 


reiused to allow well-known Progressives to record their votes, and they 


exhibited many Jewish voting papers on the walls, instead of placing them 
inthe urns. The second ballots showed an increase of 2!0 votes for the 
anti-Semite, whereas the Cadet strength remained stationary. In reality, 
however, the Jews, who form a half of the electorate, the Poles and a large 
proportion of the Russian voters supported Tchausansky, but General 
Totmatcheil somehow provided that a certain number of voting papers in 
favour of the anti-Semite be east into the urns. By a eurious oversight on 
the part of the Black Hundreds, their organs at St. Petersburg had published 
the result oi the polis, before the votes were counted at Odessa, a fact which 
speaks volumes, Deputy Nikoisky, who was himself roughly handled for taking 
the part of a Jewish voter, promised to request the Duma not to confirm the 
election. The Reactionary Chamber is, however, unlikely to agree with him. 
Meanwhile, the Black Hundreds are celebrating their triumph. According 
to them, they lave succeeded in delivering Odessa from Jowisi hands and in 
recording the protest of the Russian people against the Pale Bill. On the 
other hand, the announcement of the result has east a gloom over the Jewish 
population of the town, more especially as Dr. Tehausansky, during the 
elections, showed himself to be a far better friend of our -oreligionists than 
chey supposed him to be. Odessa is the only electoral division in Russia 
where the Jews command a sutticient number of votes to return a nominee of 
their own, but the lawlessness of the Prefect has deprived our coreligionists 
even of that privilege. Nor ean the Jews hope for the protection of the 
Ministry against the illegalities of Geuervai Toimatchet. Tie Cabinet, to 
the generai astonisliment of all citizens, has sanetioned the closure of the 
oldest hospital at Odessa, which existed for fiftv vears, and treated over 
thousand patients annually, becuise compiained that it was 
managed by Jews.

A curious immigration detention case has been under the notice of the 
Baron de Hirsch Institute, Montreal. Two Jews were held up at Quebec for 
over a week. After a great deal of negotiating, one of the men was xiven 
his liberty whereas the other was further detained at immigration !)id 
quarters, threatened with deportation, The two men arrived at Quebec on 
the steamer * Grampian.” They were able to meet every requirement o! 7 he 
immigration law except one, whieh is not generally known. This states 
that the landing may be prohibited of any specified class of immigrants 
“who have come to Cunada otherwise than by eontinuous journey from rhe 
eountry of which they were natives or citizens, and upon through tiocets 
purchased in that country.”

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Murder of Jews in Turkey.

SALONICA. 

, I recently reported the mysterious murder of a young Jew named 
Nachmias at a town in the vilayet of Janina. As usual no inquiry has been 
held with the object of bringing the guilty persons to justice. I have now 
to report the murders of.two other Jews at Janina. The victims are two 
Jewish hawkers who, according to their custom, were proceeding from 
village to village to sell their wares. One of them was the father of eight 
children. These unfortunate men had been previously warned of the fate 
which was in store for them, but the imperious demands of daily life pre- 
vented them from giving any heed to the threats held out. These murders 
remind us of similar crimes perpetrated a considerable time ago in the same 
town. The ears-of the victims, six in number, were cut off and, having been 
put into a bag, were thrown into the synagogue. The criminals were never 
discovered, for not only did the local authorities take no steps whatsoever, 
but the heads of the Jewish community also remained supine. 


Death of a Centenarian. 

The oldest woman in Vienna, Katharina Lustig, died yesterday, at the 
age of 112, in the Jewish almshouse here. Until recently she had been 
living with her son, who is now over 70 years old. The old woman was born 
in a small Hungarian town on December 2nd, 1798, was the daughter of a 
tradesman, and the eighth of ten children. It would seem that longevity 
was the rule in Katharina’s family, for her maternal grandmother died at 
the age of 113, and her grandmother, on her father’s side, at 110, One of her 
brothers lived to the age of 0, and one of. her sisters to Katharinas 
own existence was a Somewhat sad one. She married in i816, and had ten 
¢ehildren, six of whom died young. Her husband predeceased her at the age 
of 105, after seventy-five years of married life. Katharina was able to 
support herself by umbrella-making up to 1904, and in the course ol her 
active life she had never used spectacles. Her diet was of the simplest, but 
she always drank a pint of beer after meals.—Daily Telegraph, Vienna 
Correspondent, Tuesday. | 


A Russian Emigration Bill. | 

The Ministry of Commerce has published an Emigration Bill which will 
shortly be introduced into the Duma. According to the measure, emigrants 
who leave the country on Russian ships and undertake to patronise Russian 
ships, if they,ever happen to return home, will be able to procure passports 
for the nominal price of fivepenee. Should they, however, break the latter 
stipulation, the full amount for the passport will be levied from them on 
their return to Russia. No facilities are offered to any other emigrants In 
the Bill. The measure also provides for the establishment of a special 
Emigration Council and Emigration Inspectors. 


A New Talmud Torah School in Montreal. 
From our Correspondent. | 
MONTREAL. 

A great deal of interest is being shown in all classes of the Jewish com- 
munity in the approaching opening of the new Talmud Torah in St. Urbain 
Street. The school, which at present holds its classes at the Baron de Hirsch 
Institute, has now over three hundred pupils, all boys. The new 
duilding will have room for about four hundred children, and contains six 
large class rooms and a hall, the latter to be used tor the purpose of now 
and then addressing all the pupils at the school lectures, prize distribu- 
tions, ete. The language of instruction is English (in the higher classes 
Hebrew), and this method has given entire satisfaction. The Talmud Torah 
has now been in existence over tifteen years, and at the present moment has 
an annual budget of over 1,000 dols., which is made up of voluntary contri- 
butions and subscriptions. No charge for tuition is made, but a large 
number of parents contribute according to their means. The new building 
will cost about 18,000 dols. and will be one of our best communal institutions. 


Jewish Influence in Jerusalem. 
A recent issue of the clerical organ, Corriere d'/talia, contains an 
article from its correspondent in Jerusalem, entitled, “Shylock Pursues his 
Trade.” The following are some extracts :— 


The Jews number 70,000, and have in their hands all the local. commerce, of 
which they are the jealous custodians, and they enjoy the protection of Rudolf 
Rothsenild (sic), who furnishes everything, gives them unlimited credit, and helps 
them in every way. ‘The Jews are peaceable, and represent the group that gives 
least cause for anxiety to the military Pasha and the other authorities. They content 
themselves with accumulating gold in their coffers and money at their banks, and 
hold in their rapacious claws the whole populace. Greeks, Arabs and Armenians 
rather fear the growing power of the Jews, but have not the courage to do anything, 
and it can be said that Palestine is one of the rare spots where the Jews are secure 
from pogroms and from persecution of any kind. The Jews take good advantage of 
this unaccustomed security, and lay their snares in safety and extend their power 
under the patronage of the house of Rothschild. 


More Prosecutions for Breaking the Lord's Day Act.

Recently several Jews were arrested and heavily fined for papering 
their houses on aSunday. The local Jewish papers are naturally indignant 
at the treatment thus meted out, and they have a strong sympathiser in the 
Montreal Gazette, which says: “ This way of forcing Christian observances 
upon people who are not Christians does not seem exactly according to the 
teachings of the Christian doctrine.” |

The Shechita Board. 
THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—In the report of the meeting of the Leeds Shechita Board 

printed in your issue of the 25rd inst., itis stated that Messrs. M. Goodman 
and A, Feldman gave details of their visit to Birkenhead and of the enquiries 
they had instituted at the abbattoirs.’ They had made a thorough investiga 
tion as to the conditions which governed the preparing and despatching of 
meat to Leeds, which they did not consider satisfactory. How strange, 
when in the same issue we find reported in the interview for the JEWwisi 
CHRONICLE on the work of the London Board, that Mr. Simon Myers s:ys: 
“ And we have an arrangement with the Liverpool Shechita Board by which 
meat may be killed for the London market at Birkenhead.” Further, when 
Ir. Goodman, the President of the Leeds Board, iad an interview with me 
he expressed himself perfectly satisfied that my Board should continue to 
‘ut for the Leeds market. 

This Board has for a very long period supplied the London market to the 
entire satisfaction of the Chief Rabbi and Beth Din and the London Board, as 
also many of the outlying districts of Liverpool. 

The statement made by Messrs. Goodman and Feldman is tuisteading and 
detrimental to the interest of my Board, and should at once be withdrawn, 
since faets will not bear out the statement. On the contrary, we contend 
that there is absolutely no necessity, either in the interest of finance or 
\.ashruth, to send a Shochet from Leeds, and we have offered to enter into 
similar arrangements as exist between the London Board and my Board.

THE ADMINISTRATION OF{ THE ALIENS ACT. 


THE HOME OFFICE AND A SHIPPING COMPANY. 
SPECIAL INTERVIEW. 


A representative of the Jewish CHRONICLE has had an interview with 
Mr. Harold G. Craven, of Messrs. Craven and Co., the London agents for the 
Kirsten line of steamships, trading between Hamburg and London. 

Mr. Craven said that he was glad of the opportunity of bringing to the 
notice of the readers of the JEWISH CHRONICLE an extraordinary example of 
the attitude adopted in the immigration department of the Home Office. — 

“I am especially glad,” he said, to bave an opportunity of addressing 
the readers of the JewisH CHRONICLE, because it will be remembered that 
your journal recently commented in very strong terms on an incident that 
occurred in connection with one of the vessels of the Kirsten line, the 
‘ Nerissa,’ in which several aliens under appeal bad to be detained for some 
days in custody. The cause of the trouble should, of course, be laid at the 
doors of the Aliens Act and not at the accommodation supplied by the com- 
pany. Our cabins are designed for sleeping accommodation on the high 
seas ; our ships are not meant to be dockyard hotels. Our sbips have been 
passed not only by the Board of Trade but by the Hamburg authorities, and 
there is no question that they are fully up to the standard of sea-going 
vessels. It was never contemplated that they would be required to house 
aliens for days at a time in dock.” 

Mr. Craven went on to say that the Jewish Board of Guardians must 
have approved of the accommodation provided by the Kirsten line, as other- 
wise it would not have employed the Company's ships for the carriage of its 
repatriation cases for many years pust. | | 

“The whole of this trouble,” Mr. Craven proceeded, * would be avoided if. 
we could return rejected immigrants by intermediate steamer instead of 
keeping them until the vessel on which they arrived is ready to return, 
Sometimes a boat has to wait for cargo, sometimes certain repairs have to 
be effected. It is a great hardship both to the company and the aliens that 
the latter have to be kept in durance vile for several days, when they could 
be sent back by another steamer of the same line sailing, very often, on the 
same day that appeals are heard by the Immigration Boards.” 

What steps have you taken to effect a remedy ? our representative 
inquired. | | 

* The ‘Nerissa’ incident and the comments of the JEWISH CHRONICLE led 
me first to approach the Immigration Board, but I was reterred to the Home 
Office.

Fhe writer made 
personal application to-day before the Appeal Court, when seven aliense.c* Nerissa,- 
who arrived here on the Jod of August, were brought before the Appeal Court, and 
the Chairman of this Court referred the writer to yourself. ; 

We may remark that the Jewisn Curonicte of 22nd July, 1910, contained an 
article commenting on this very question—that rejected persons must return by the 
same boat by which they arrive, even though that. identical steamer may have to be 
docked in London for temporary or permanent repairs, necessitating a prolonged stay 
here in London of a week or two weeks. 

This uestion, we understand, has been before the representative of the Jewish 
Emigrant Committee in Hamburg, who turn made application to Mr 
Kirsten to return these rejected aliens to tiamburg by his first steamer leaving 
London for Hamburg, and Mr. Kirsten writes to us to say that he pointed out that 
if the knglish law would allow these rejected immigrants to return by his first 
steamer back to Hamburg, instead of having to wait on board the actual steamer 
that brought them, till she herself sailed—very often five or six days—all these hard- 
ships and difficulties would be removed ; and he reiuested us, his London agents, to 


take up this serious and important matter with the proper authority in London. 


We think that any unbiassed person would not take long in seeing the nonsense 
and ultra-stupidity of this clause in the Act, and the injustice of a captain of any 
vessel being compelled to keep rejected aliens in durance vile for sometimes five or 
81x days, when the same aliens could be easily returned by intermediate steamer. 

Please give this important matter your immediate attention and oblige. 

The “immediate attention” 
last Friday to see Mr. Haldane Porter, the Chief Inspector. 

‘Mr. Haldane Porter told me,” said Mr. Craven, “ that it was impossible to 
carry out the suggestion, as it was not possible forthe Alien Immigration ofticials : 
to board the vessel before departure late at night to sce that the rejected 
aliens were being duly taken back, I retorted that this was a mere quibble, 
inasmuch as the officers had to be on board the later vessel and could equally 
well be on board the earlier one. Moreover,if the intermediate steamer had 
any rejected aliens of her own, the Customs officers would have to be on board in 
any case. Tothis Mr. Porter had no reply except that the Home Office had its 
own arrangements and could do nothing. I drew his attention to the com- 
ments in the JEWISH CHRONICLE, and Mr. Porter said that they were a 
reflection on my Company. I declared that they were a still greater reflec- 
tion on the metheds of the Home Office. He declined to pursue the topic 
further, and the matter remains in statu quo.” ‘ | 

Mr. Craven expressed the hope that the Jewish community would press 
very strongly for'this simple concession, and that the Jewish Members of 
Parliament would take this matter up very energetically. 


THE CASE ‘OF REISE USCHATZ. _ 
The Bnei Brith and Jews’ Temporary Shelter Intervene. 


We reported, last week, a case of a family of the name of Uschatz, all 
of whom were admitted by the immigration authorities with the exception 
of one of the children— Reise Uschatz, aged (6—who was found to be suffer- 
ing from favus. The child was to have returned to Russia on Saturday. 

The President of the B’nei Brith (Mr. Herbert Bentwich) approached 


the Home Office, however, on Friday morning, laid the facts before the 


Secretary there, and he arranged to see the Clerk to the Immigration Board, 
with the object of getting him to lay the proposal, which he was authorised 
by the Jews’ Temporary Shelter to make, before the same or another 
Board as a new fact. This proposal was that the child should be 
handed over to the Shelter, on an undertaking to keep it isolated until 
cured of its temporary ailment. The same afternoon the matter was laid 
before the Acting-Clerk to the Board. There being no time for the 
summoning of a meeting of the Board, the Clerk obtained by means of 
telephone and telegraph the consent of a majority of its members to the 
release of the child and its delivery to the Shelter authorities. By 11.30 on 
Friday night the child was set free, and is now in the care of the Shelter.

THE CHIEF RABBI ON THE SABBATH -pROLLEM. 


A special service to celebrate the renovation and re-decor 
-he South Hackney Synagogue and Religion Classes was lield on Sundav 
The service opened with the singing of Baruch Habo by the choir of the 
synagogue, under the direction of Mr. S. Bernstein, followed by the Minecha 

evice impressively intoned by the Rev. S. Blachman. | 
“oy, G. Isaaes, then recited Psalm eighty-four, after which 
The CHIEF. RABBI preached a sermon. He said that the Psalm that had 

‘st been recited, he felt sure voiced the sentiments that filled their hearts 
3 they entered the House of God and saw it fresh, bright, and radiant. with 
at impressive stateliness and that beauty of holiness which betitted a 
‘emple dedicated to the worship of the Most High. There were. he 
knew, some people who argued that too much money Was wasted on 
the decoration of a synagogue, and that people could pray just as well and 
vist as devoutly in a plain brick building as in a most gorgeous and palatial 
siructure. That was true. He did not approve of lavish and wasteful 
expenditure upon mere gaudy ornamentation. Yet at the same time he could 
fully enter into the feelings of those who desired that, whilst engaged in 
worship, their eyes should rest on graceful outlines and harmonious hues. 
He could conceive nothing more derogatory to the dignity of a temple of 
prayer than to suffer its fabric to show signs of decay and neglect. It was, 
therefore, gratifying to them to know that the breaches of the house in which 
chevy were now assembled had been diligently repaired and that the synagogue 
now shone forth in beauty. Speaking on Amos, iv., 20, * Prepare to meet thy 
God, O Israel,” the Chief Rabbi said that it wasfully appropriate that at this 
seison when they were preparing to solemnise the cycle of the festivals, they 
should be filled with a deepening sense of the purpose to which that house 
hid been dedicated, and that they should be reminded of the high Spiritual 
cbieet which the approaching days were to serve. He referred to the 
niportance of the Sabbath, and said that he was grieved to know thit the 
pumber of absentees from the synagogue ‘on that day was unduly larve. The 
Sibbath problem was becoming increasingly difficult and there were only 
‘oo many ready to yield. But they must show themselves true Israelites and 
be willing to fight these difficulties, and be anxious to cope with the 
Sabbath problem that beset them. He desired to bring to their notice a 
few duties which were of great import to Jewry and which they 
should not fail to fulfil. He rejoiced to know that they had in the 
basement of that building splendid and spacious classrooms which 
were attended by 350 children. Those classes, he was given to under- 
stand, were the largest classes attached to any synagogue in London, but at 
the same time he grieved to know that there were large numbers of Jewish 
children who did not attend those classes, and who were not receiving 
iustruction in Hebrew and religion. He would like to see an effort made by 
the Ministers in the shape of personal visitations with a view of bringing 
those childen in the neighbourhood who were not yet receiving religious 
instruction to the classes. To the parents he would say that they must not 
rely implicitly and exclusively upon the instruction given there. The 
teaching could only becomé effective if it were fortified by the example 
of the parents, who should see to it that their sons grew up straight- 
forward in their actions, and their daughters with the full knowledge 
‘hat inodesty was a woman's greatest charm. Reverting again to the Sab- 
bath problem, he said that now an effort was being made to grapple with 
that problem, as a Jewish Labour Exchange would be opened in the course 
of (he week, to be known as the Sabbath Observance Employment Bureau 
and he earnestly begged that employers of labour would co-operate with the 
anagers of the office, and give every facility to young men and women to 
deep the Sabbath day. Their hearts were moved by the solemn season that 
Wis approaching, but he assured them that all the Sabbaths of the year were 
awe-inspiring days, only equal in holiness, if not transcending, the festival ot 
Rosh Hashana and even: Yom Kippur itself. In the course of his introductory 
remarks, the Chief Rabbi stated that he hailed that opportunity of coming 
among them that afternoon, as he had the welfare of the synagogue much at 
heart. He expressed his regret that now he was no longer able, owing to

INTERMARRIAGE : 
“Our Problem of Problems.’’ 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE * JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—l have become aceustomed to the sight, at regular intervals, of 
puzzled and conscientious people, utterly unable to make head or tail of 
this engaging problem, unburdening themselves in the columns of the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE. My pity has at length been stirred to sucha pitch that 
lam constrained to throw a gleam of light on the heap of dogmas, fears, and 
conventions responsible for the confusion, after which, having reduced the 
bogey to ashes, I shall retire to well-earned peace of mind with a sigh of 
modest satisfaction. 

First then as to the word “ mixed.” I protest against the practice of 
hurling this epithet, without the smallest consideration, at every marriage 
of a Jewess to a Christian, or vice versu. Rearl mixed marriages, te,, 
marriages between blackguards and innocents, idealists and philistines, 
fools and philosophers, young-minded and old-minded, take place only too 
often, and it matters not a scrap whether the parties thereto possess a 
mental attitude towards the philosophy of life entitling them to be reckoned 
as “Jews,” * Christians,” “ Buddhists,” ‘Atheists,’ or none at all. These 
marriages are nixed (and consequently unfortunately for at least one of the 
parties) owing to a temperamental difference. Religion is (or ought to be)a 
iuere matter of personal opinion. Because links from our animal ancestors 
have bestowed on it a quite exaggerated importance by torturing and 
mnassacring those that differed from them on the question, see no reason 
why we, who venture to call ourselves civilised, should attach any more 
weight to it than to opinions on, say, aesthetics or vegetarianism, If a man 
finds his allinity in a woman (or vice versi), to abstain from marriage on 
account of a difference of opinion about God is not only childishly unreason- 
able, it is also criminal—in that it is opposed to the best interests of the 
human (not Jewish or Christian, but human) race. L have already informed 
my numerous friends and relatives with painful frequency of my. intention 
to adhere to this view, at the cost even of their well-meant curses. I refrain 
only from signing this letter out of respect for my parents’ windows, being 
aware that foolish people (of whom even Judaism claims a few) generally 
vent their wrath on the relatives of their enemies, as though it were 
responsible for one’s mental outlook. 

The question of the object of marriage lies quite outside the discussion. 
It may be the propagation of the species, in which case eugenics should 
supersede every other consideration ; it may be merely a refuge for egoists, 
resorted to by men in search of a cheap housekeeper, by very weak women 
in search of a protector, or by both in search of a soul-mate. In any case 
Jew-Christian marriages are obviously as good as any others. 

Lastly a word aboat race distinctions. I decline once for all to regard 
myself as a‘ chosen” person, superior to my neighbours, or even different 
from them, except in so far as circumstances (e.g, class, breeding) have 
made me so. Jews that differ at all from Christians owe this difference 
either to their original nationality or to their upbringing, in both of. which 
sages the difference is merely superficial, one of manners and not of nature. 
The Jew differs psychologically no more from the Christian than man does 
from woman; in both cases traditional bigotry lies at the root of artificial 
distinetions, and to emphasise it in this controversy is merely holding out 
a bait for our Belloecs and Arnold Whites whose inane ravings seem to 
terrify a few old fogies, from amongst whom kindly exclude

AN APPEAL FOR THE SHEKEL COLLECTION. 


The Inner Actions Committee has issued an appeal of which the follow- 
ing is an extract :— | 


At the Conference in Berlin our Budget Estimate was unanimously approved, 
and the duty, therefore, devolves upon our Federations to see that we are able to act 
accordingly. So far, however, we are not in a position to do so. The Actions Com- 
mittee is without any resources as the total amount that has been received in the way 
of shekel revenue is 27,000 marks. This sum is pitifully small in relation to our 
necessary expenditure. pitifully small when we remember that we Zionists annually 

_paise more than 450,000 for our various objects, and, whatis the saddest of all, piti- 

fully small in comparison with the results of former yéars. Last year the shekel 
revenue amounted to 105,000 marks, and in the last year in which there was no 
congress, 5668, it amounted to 76,000 marks, that is almost three times as much as 
this year. It is not the time now to go into the causes of this depressing result. 
What we have to do is to make good wherever we can. 

The result of the shekel collection is satisfactory only in two large countries, 
South Africa and Germany, but it is poor inall other organisations and federations. 
We, therefore, address an urgent appeal to the Zionists of all organisations and 
federations tu make good in the eleventh hour what they have neglected, and 
immediately to remit the shekel for the current year to the local authorities.

SPECIAL INTEKVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE WITH © 
THE CHIEF RABBI. 


Professor Raffaelo Della Pergola, who has recently been appointed Chief 
Rabbi of Alexandria, is. the first European to oecupy this position. The 
local community is to be congratulated 
upon having secured the services of a gen- 
tleman so well fitted to represent them. 

Professor Della Pergola is an old pupil 
of the Collegio Rabbinico Italiano (a very 
well known Jewish College at Florence, 
under the direction of Dr. H. 8S. Margulies), 
and has acted as Chief Rabbi of Goritz for 
seven years, His intelligence, high learn- 
ing and experience, backed by his 
sympathetic character and geniality of 
manner, make him worthy of the high 
position he oceupies, and have gajned him 
the respect and admiration of the native as 
well as the European Jew. His task is by 
no means an easy one, considering the 
cosmopolitan nature of this city, but the 
sxcellent qualities he possesses go far in 
enabling him to give satisfaction to every- 
body. 

Professor Della Pergola is known among 
the native Jews as “ El Signor,” and the 
Arabs style him as “ EI] Hacham Betat El 
Yehud (the learned one of the Jews). With 
that eloguenee and kindness whieh is characteristie of our Italian coreli- 
rionists, he granted me an interview.

The Community. 

What was vour impression of the community ? I asked. 

“The community of Alexandria is very well organised, and considers 
itself far above all other cou:munities, Its numerous members are proud that 
they are Jews, and they are highly respected by the whole cosmopolitan 
population of Alexandria.” 

Did you find your task easy ? 

“Not at all; Lam, however, indebted to Baron Jacques de Menasce and 


other influential members of the community who smoothed the path and - 


removed many obstacles from my way.” 

Has the community any institutions ? 

“The community has several well-organised institutions, such as the 
Soetete de Bienfaisance, the hospital, the schools, etc., but what strikes me 
most is the excellent organisation of the Rabbinical Tribunal. This Tribunal 
is very Similar to the Consular Court, and the Rabbis decision is not less 
respected. The confidence the Jews have in the Rabbinical Tribunal is 
wonderful.” 

Do you find much difference between native Jews and Europeans ? 


* Hardly ; but in certain cases the difference is quite remarkable. Be it 


‘against him or in his favour, a native Jew readily accepts the Kabbi's 


decision as final. This characteristic is, however, lacking in the European. 
On the other hand, matters which the average European would consider of 
minor importance are given too much prominence by the native Jew.” 

To what do you attribute this? 

* To superstition rather than religion. But, as superstition is fast dis- 
appearing in Egypt, I have no doubt this deficiency will soon be remedied.” 

Have you an assistant ? 

‘My assistant is Haham Alixer,a very promising gentleman, eminently 
well fitted for the post he occupies. The community owes him a good deal, 
for he is untiring in his efforts to ameliorate its condition.” 


Swearing by the Sepher. 

If a Jew shows a tendency to prevaricate, what means do you employ. for 
extracting the truth ? . 

“The high esteem with which the Jews regard the Rabbinical Tribunal 
is too great to permit them to show any tendency to prevaricate, but when 
they do so (as is very rarely the case) the Bible in petty cases, and the 
Sepher in cases of great prominence, is produced. The Egyptian Jew has 
never been knewn to perjure himself when forced to swear by the Sepher.” 

Divorce Cases and Bigamy. 

Are there many divorce cases in Alexandria ? 

* Oh, dear!” exclaimed the Chief Rabbi with a smile, “tke number of 
divorce cases in Alexandria exceeds by far that of any other city. It is, 
however, a pleasure to note that since my arrival we have been successful in 
reconciliating as many as six couples. A very peculiar case was brought 
before me the other day. The man wanted to get a divorce, whereas the 


wife was quite reluctant. I tried all means in my power to end their dis- 


pute in a reconciliation, but all was of no avail, and I ultimately dismissed 
the couple. Imagine my astonishment when, a few. weeks after, 1 was 
informed that the man had married a second wife abroad. He knew that 
bigamy was prohibited in Alexandria since the time of Rabbi Hazan, the late 
Chief Rabbi.” 
The Charitable Society. 
How do you account for the absence of Jewish beggars ? 
“The absence of Jewish beggars strikes every Jew on arriving in this 
city. In spite of the countless numbers of European and Arab mendicants, 


one fails to see a Jewish beggar. This is due to the Société de Bienfaisance 
Israclite.” 


What is the object of this society ? | : 

“Its main object is to’ provide the Jewish poor with such 
means as to make it unnecessary for them to go begging. A consider- 
able number are given a: reasonable quantity of flour every week. During 
the festivals the society offers them enough provisions to enable them to 
pass what may be termed a ‘ pleasant holiday.’ When a. coreligionist is in 


urgent need of money, on applying to the society the authorities grant him 
the loan of a small sam.” 


How is the society maintained ? 

* The society is maintained by subventions from the community and the 
generous donations of our coreligionists and members of other communities. 
Some benefit is derived from a weekly lottery issued by the society.”

Is there a society that provides free dinners ? 
* There if a Home for the Poor which was founded by Mr. Rudolph. It

Jewish Education in Alexandria. 


What is your opinion of the community's schools ? 

“The community’s schools, generally known as Aghion’s and Menisve's 
schools, are two magnificent institutions, each bearing the name of its 
founder. A few years ago the work done left much to be desired. Things 
were taught by the old system. Now, thanks to the co-operation of Mr. 
Edgard Saures and other members of the community, the schoo! bas under- 
gone great changes and the work done is excellent.” 

What class of children frequent these schools ? 

“The pupils belong chiefly to the poorer class and are, therefore, pro- 
vided with free meals and clothing. On leaving the school the children 
generally have a knowledge of French and Arabic, which enables them to 
find posts in offices and banks. It is, however, unfortunate that only few of 
them can secure suitable posts. Considering the lack of employment, | 
suggested that the community should establish a carpet and boot manufac 
in which most of these youngsters could be employed on leaving school. 

What other languages are taught besides French and Arabic ? 

“Hebrew. This language occupies a prominent part in the stool 
curriculum and is considered as a living language. I never experienced 
keener enjoyment than on hearing the inmates of so small a class «5 the 
kindergarten speak Hebrew fluently. During the intervals they geicrally 
sing and recite in Hebrew. They all owe their knowledge of Hebrew to the 


indefatigable efforts of Mr. Suar¢s and Haham Abram Alixer, whose sole 
aim has always been to direct the school on the Amele Torah lines.

‘if Lam-not for myself. who will be for me’: And being for my own self, what 
am And if not now, when (Aboth 14). 


A little eloud. of despondency, even thotigh it be no bigger than a man’s 
hand, must necessarily overhang the consciousness that a fresh year is 
worolling itself. And yet, the first day of a year, considered apart from all 
association, ought to have no more momentousness about it than any other 
day. The truth that life is ephemeral, a shadow, a breath, speaks for itself 
with every throb of the pulse. We need no specially-marked day to bring 
home a facet which every instant of experience confirms. The stream of 
time is bearing us along, and bringing us day by day nearer to the great 
ocean, We are but strangers and sojourners here; and we feel, with Job, 
that our days are swifter than a weaver's shuttle. Every atom of our 
common knowledge, our common observation, confirms this. It carries its 
own moral on its face, and needs no corroboration from a higher quarter. 

And yet the approach of a new year does certainly set the spring of our 
thought going. It sounds a note of sternness to which we are bound to give 


heed. It bends us to a certain kind of pensiveness which we cannot shake 
off, It is tinged with such a large element of the mysterious, which even 


the most stolid or cynical among us canhot ignore. It touches chords which 
belong ordinarily to the region of the subconscious, and of whose existence 
we are hardly aware on the ordinary days of the calendar. It makes a 
unique impression on the deeps of the soul. And all the higher lessons 
which religion sets itself to teach come to the surface. The thought of God 
comes unto its own, 7 

It is just because of this inexplicable power to make new inroads into 
aur religious and moral consciousness that the advent of ad new. year has, 
speaking of us Jews only, become intertwined with some of the sublimest 
possible teachings about religion’ and life. .- Our New Year's liturgy would 
Vield a fine crop of, these tevchings to anyone that seeks them.

We must realise how much is at stake when we 
convert the will into deed. And we must realise how from the fact of the 
freedom of the will springs the great ethical doctrine of Responsibility. It 
is meet that on the threshold of a new vear we should have some clear 
understanding of the bearings of individual responsibility. Vicariousness 
is a delusion and a snare. Living as we habitually do in an environ- 
ment of association with otbers we are apt to lose sight of 
the importance of our own individuality. We are too prone to 
sink self in the multitude. And as a consequence we led 
to ignore the trath which all religious and ethical systems are tire- 
lessly reiterating to us, viz., that whether in the material or intellectual or 
spiritual sphere, the well-being of a man depends in the first as well as in 
the last resort upon his own exertions, upon the opening up by himself of the 
untapped sources of power vested in himasa unit. Bodily health depends 
upon the realisation of our duty of obedience to the laws of hygiene and not 
on the physician. The man of commerce knows that in the long run none 
of his subordinates or ministrants can do the work which it rests upon him 
todo. The master may love the.pupil, but, unless the pupil does the tasks 
unaided, his love is worse than valueless. It is a danger. And exactly so 
in the domain of religion. There can be no vicarious winning of the favour 
of Heaven. If we will not, each of us, strive to achieve it for ourselves, 
who will achieve it for us? We are, each of us, a responsible item in the 
creat Taskmaster’s eye. This responsibility, as we have already said, springs 
fromthe tree exercise of our wills, one of the corner-stone doctrines of 
Jewish theology. “IT have set before you life and death, blessing and curs. 
ing; therefore choose life that both thou and thy seed may live” (Deut- 
xxx. 1%. God has so made us that we can choose. —

He can choose the path leading to virtue. He ean follow the road to 
sin and death. Righteousness consists in making the right choice. The 
ability to make the right choice is im nanent in us. The Rabbinical dictum 
about everything being in the hands of Heaven save the fear of Heaven 
seems an insoluble enigma to many. But it is clear teaching. The choice 
between fearing heaven and not fearing heaven is ours. It is this choice 
wisely made, that makes morality and underlies religion. If we will not 


do it for ourselves, who will do it for us? JNM 
“Why should a living man complain”? YSNOM2 433, “Is he not 


master over his sins?" How finely does the Jewish doctrine of Repentance 
tally with these sentiments! What an infusion of new vigour does it yield 
us! What a heartening, healing message for the New Year does it bring 
us! Itsends us to meet our allotted tasks with a freshened spirit. It 
spreads sunshine about us and dispels gloom. God, it tells us, does not 
desire the death of the wicked but only that he return from his evil ways 
that he mav live. And he can return. He can leave his evil ways. This is 
the crux. Godis a Father with a father’s compassion for His wayward 
ehildren.. He has endowed us with a portion of His Holy Spirit, which is 
ever prompting us to return to Him, We have the ability to seek Him. And 
we have it, only because He has sought us first. How dismally false does 
the deter:inist creed sound to our ears when compared with these cheering 
strains of Jewish thought on Repentance which are waited to us from the 
religions of our time-honoured liturgy at the season when the old year 
fades away into the new! Determinism tells us,in the words of its charac- 
teristic poet—Omar Khayyam—that 
Weare no other than a moving Row 
Of magic shadow-shapes that come and go 
Round with the sun-illumined lantern held 
At midnight by the Master of the show. 
But helpless pieces of the game He plays 
Upon His checker-board of Nights and Lays, 
Hither and thither moves, and checks, and siays, 
And one by one back in the closet lays. | 


In short, man is the helpless product of blind forces, the prey of 
unpitying fate. But what does Judaism tell us ? Micah gives us the 
answer. “Who is a God like unto Thee, that pardoneth iniquity and 
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passeth by transgression? . . He retaineth not His anger for ever, because 
He delighteth in merey. He will turn again and have compassion upon Us ; 
He will tread our iniquities under foot; and Thou wilt cast all their sins 
into the depths of the sea.” There is something so bracing, so virile in this 
doctrine of Micah. If any one of us fails to take it up, who will do it for him? 

“And being for my own self, what am I?, Hillel here strikes one of 
the ground notes of Jewish ethics. The man who is for himself alone is of 
no use to the world. He is alink where there is no chain, He is a trun- 
cated branch. He is thwarting the upward trend of human history. The 
anthropologists assure us that they cannot find a period when the individual 
lived in isolation. There was always a certain kind of cohesion in the clan 
which was based on a recognition of communal interest. It is well that the 
advent of a New Year should push forward the Jewish side of this great 
scientific fact. The type of Jew who is for himself alone is by no means 
unknown to us to-day. The solitary Adam living in a splendid isolation 
re-appears in various forms and degrees in all grades of our modern social 
life. Ifaman havea regard for nothing outside the narrow circle of his 
own person, it is hard to see not only how he can be a Jew, but how he 
can be

at all. One element of belief in God is the feeling of that boundless gratitude 
due from us to the All-wise and All-good Creator from whom life and health 
and every good thing in the here and the hereafter proceed. The man who is 
for himself alone cannot perceptibly experience this feeling. And what 
about the obligation of combining with the communal body for the further- 
ance of public works? If lam for myself alone, shrouded in the garment 
of my own egotism, | thereby shut myself out from the claims which my 
neighbour has upon me as a brother-mortal equally created in God's own 
image. 
against the appeal of the sick or the sight of the poor and distressed. Lam 
one of the dead limbs of the body-politic, because the ‘life-blood which 
pulsates through the veins and arteries of my country or community does 
not reach me: How utterly and desperately at variance is all this with the 
true historic spirit of Judaism! The High Priest would have been a 
defaulter in duty had he in his annual entrance to“ within the veil " omitted 
the third part of his threefold task—viz., the atonement for the whole 
congregation of Israel. The congregation of Israel is something more than 
the aggregate of individual Israelites all linked together. A picture is 
something more than the patches of paint all blending and coalescing which 
compose it. There must be some higher unifying spirit about it over and 
above the material deftness of the painters’ craft. It is this higher unifying 
spirit that we want in order to make us the Israel which the God of Israel 
intended us to be. We must look at Israel as a living organism which, in 
order to be in proportion, demands the ordered co-operatfon of every shred 
of its constitution. There can be no non-working partner, other- 
wise it cannot exist. An Israelite cannot sunder himself and yet 
be an Israelite. Being for himself alone, what is he? Upon those 
of us who are inclined to stand outside the fold with a com- 
placent indifference as to its future weal or woe, the counsel of Hillel 
might well impress itself as the paramount message of the New Year. 
The ideal of Jewish life is that of one long exchange of loving service 
between man and man. There must be a socialisation of effort. The 
Divine love which has held the Jew in its protecting embrace throughout 
the ages, and which has been his only mainstay whenever the waters of 
oppression have threatened to overwhelm him, or the flame of bigotry to 
consume him, that Divine love seeks and finds its truest reflection in the 
bond of affectionate service which links Jew to Jew. And why not Jew to 
non-Jew? Living under a regime of strain’ and stress, 
THE NATIONALISM OF THE JEW 


may quite reasonably in times past have been undesirably particularistic 
and exclusive. And the fact found quite natural expression in his literature 
and theology. Critics cannot forget it or forgive it. But time has changed 
all that now. It is recognised that all men are God’s children, and all races 
and denominations are dearto him. There are so many fields of service 
which we can all plough with joined hands, and to which God ealls us all 
equally. It would be grotesque to imagine that there is a time now to stand 
apart, when the anguished ery of the submerged masses in all our teeming 
centres of population is frenziedly calling for our common sympathies, for 
the outpouring of our common love as behoves children of the one Father. 
“They helped everyone his neighbour; and everyone said to his brother, Be 
of good courage,” is Isaiah’s idealised picture of the golden future of the 
world. There is a universalism of charity where the barriers of race and 
the separating labels of denominations have all been taken away and for- 
gotten. No-one has more touchingly hinted at this broad-based union of 


hearts for general social service than Job, when in that great final soliloquy. 
he declares :— 


The ear that heard of me called me happy, 
And the 2ye that saw me bore me witness: 
Because I delivered the poor that cried, 
And the fatherless, and him that had none to help him. 
The blessing of him that was ready to perish came upon me; 
And | caused the widow's heart to sing for joy. 
I put on righteousness, and it clothed me; 
My judgment was as a robe and a diadem, 
I was eyes to the blind, 
And feet was I to the lame 
|! wa3 father to the poor.

These are the higher peaks in the range of human obligation to which the 
New Year at its entry beckons us. 

“And if not now, when?” Here is Hillel’s original epigram on the evils 
of procrastination. Life is brief. The candle is soon out. Hours have 
wings. Our days are as the shadow of a bird in its flight. But life’s hours 
and days are precious. The opportunity will never recur. Therefore, let 
us utilise the fleeting moments. To delay is to sin. The day is short but 
the work is great. It is not uponus to complete the work. But neither are 
we at liberty to withdraw ourselves from it. Who knows but how 


soon the night will come when no man can work. “Sow thy 
seed in the morning.” The summer of life soon fades away into 
the autumn, with its “sere and yellow leaf.’ And the growing 


shadows and increasing chill of the autumn are not slow in announcing the 
approach of the winter. The past cannot be changed. The future is as yet 
an untravelled path. It lies outside our ken. A veil hides it from us. But 
the present, the “now,” that is the particle of time which is truly within 

In 
asking God to play His part for us, let us not forget to play our part also. 
We are, to a larger extent than we think, the authors ‘of our destiny. Let 
the old year vanish to the limbo, and with it our imperfections, our weak- 
nesses, our retrogressions. Let the new year come to us as the signal fora 
heightened standard of duty, a higher idealism, a higher sensitiveness to 
the presence of God and to all those influences which make for righteous- 
ness and for a refined and lasting Judaism.

| The New Year Not a New Institution. 

| Rosh Hashanah was positively known in Jewry during the tine o 
the first monarchy, or the existence of the first temple. Of this we have thel 
evidence (though indirect) of a historian no less important than proj het 


Ezekiel himself, who dates a certain event after it chronologically see 
xl. 1). So well must Rosh Hashanah have been known in Jewry in 
his time, so permanently fixed must its date have been in the yearly cycle, 
that Ezekiel could have deemed it all sufficient in dating an event to 
that he beheld the vision ‘ton the day of the month,” at 
the beginning of the year), without thinking it necessary to mention at al! 
the name of the month—evidently relying on the knowledge of the Jewish 
public of the name of the month in which Rosh Hashanah falls. Had it been 
otherwise, had Rosh Hashanah not been known to the entire Jewish priblic 
of his day, we may be sure Ezekiel, as a historian (which every prophet was . 
would not have ouiitted such an important point of information~— he would 
not have omitted to give the name of the month in connection with 
same, seeing that he was so particular, so painstaking, with regard to the 
exact date of this prophecy of his that he took the trouble to chronicle the 
year of the event after two distinct calculations. 

One might almost be tempted to base a_new theory on the strene:h of 
this apparent omission on the part of Ezekiel, and say that Ezekie! really 
did not omit the name of the month at all, but that M20°7 ON itself was the 
name of the seventh month in his time: that in “zekiel’s time the nime 
moet UN was applied not only to the first day of the seventh mont! but 
even to the whole month. The whole month passed then by that name the 
“New Year” month. If this could be substantiated it would, of course, 
bring so much tnore grist to my mill. It would then prove beyond «ayil tha 
Rosh Hashanah was so well known to: Jewry in Ezekiel’s time that it 
| gave its name to the whole month. Be this, however, as it may, Ezekiel’s 

record, omission or no Omission, proves conclusively that Rosh Hastianab 
was not less known to our fathers in pre-exilic times than it is at ths day 
to their children, and that it oecupied a position in the calendar not less 
important then than it does now. 


And no Wonder. 
For the beginning of the Civil year in a State like ancient Jiidea, 
governed under Mosaic legislation, was of such paramount importance to 
the whole population that they could not help knowing it ; since so much of 
the semi-civil, semi-social, semi-religious legislation of the Pentateuch 
depended for their operation upon the turn of the Civil year, its beginning 
and its termination—so much of their social transactions were regulated by 
it that they had to know it. To make this point clear we have but to observe 
that with the beginning of every Civil year aneraof freedom might liave 
begun for someone. The Hebrew slave, who had already served his master 
for six years, regained his liberty, ipso facto, with the advent of the 
(Seventh) New Year,* to enjoy it or to sell it afresh. 

The Septennial year, again, was the Sabbatical year—a year of release 
‘in honour of the Lord.” With its commencement, all the agricultural work 
in the field had to stop ; with its termination, every monetary debt became 
automatically wiped off—the debtor need not pay, the creditor dare not 
exact. 

The fiftieth year, in its turn, was the Jubilee year—the year of triumph 
of the Socialistic principle—a year of liberty and equality, of freeing of 
Slaves and of readjustment of all rights in the tenure of land and |inded 
property—a year of general rehabilitation and a return to the status (10 all 
over the State, apart from the entire cessation of all agricultural \ork- 
With such legislative enactments to come into operation, now and again, 
with the turn of the year, the knowledge of the exact ending of the onv and 
the beginning of the other became a matter of serious importan © 
many interests were involved in this change of the yearly cycle to le’ \\ be 
ignored. It was to the interest of the State that the people should know 
when Rosh Hashanah began, and we may be sure that the State saw ‘0 it 
that it took all the measures necessary to acquaint the people wil! this 
fact.

Was Rosh Hashanah always regarded as the Day of Judgment? 
(‘lis is a question that, at the present day, cannot be answered 
ively, as we have no historic data upon which to base a_posi- 
ve answer; but we can, nevertheless, trace the association between the 
wo to aremote antiquity. The source of this association, 2s we know it, 
is the famous passage in the Mishnah (Rosh Hashanahi., 2, viz, “On Rosh 
Hashanah all the world pass in judgment before Him (God) asa herd of sheep” 
355 MAW OPW 23 AID. But since the Mishnah states it. 
not is an individual opinion of some particular sage, but transmits the same 
as a tradition, it is evidently so much older than the Mishnah. Now 
comes the question: With whom could so mysterions a tradition have 
oricinated 2? Common sense would say that a tradition of this nature could 
have emanated only from a prophet! And he had to be a prophet of 
universal reeognition before his words could receive the Judaic 
acceptance and the oflicial sanction—to be taught as a divine truth in the 
schools, and to find itself ultimately embodied as such in the Mishnad. 
The last prophet of. universal acknowledgment we know of was Malachi ——a 
contemporary of Nehemiah (*),—about 420 Thus the. association of 
the dogma of the ‘ Day of Judgment” with Rosh Hashanah is, at least, about 
as ald as the date of the celebration of‘that particular Rosh Hashanah 
recorded in Nehemiah.

was intended to contain, only those festivals upon which joyousness was 
enjoined, and a pilgrimage to the Temple was commanded ; buat, as on the Ist 
ol Tishri festival neither was demanded, it was therefore omitted. 
Thas, a festival Rosh Hashanah is, yet we were not asked, not com 
manded, to be joyous. Why? We can understand why no pilgrimage was 
enjoined upon this festival; because it is too close to Tabernacles to admit 
ofa pilgrimage. Two pilgrimages within a fortnight would have been so 
exjensive, so inconvenient, would have entailed so great a loss of time (41 
at ill possible with primitive means of locomotion) that the Law would not 
demand it, and left it for Tabernacles, the much longer festival. But 
joyousness !

Now, we know that the writer of 
Job was not himself in Heaven at the time, to have seen, with his own eyes, 
the scene he depicts ; he, of course, drew upon his imagination for all the particulars, 
yet it will be conceded that the writer must have had before his mind some popular 
Taney or belief which he utilised as a background for his picture. However bold a 
Writer may be, he will never venture upon depicting a scene in heaven, for which 
there is absolutely no ground in the popular fancy whatsoever. He will, invariably 

take for his ground-work some bit of folk-lore, or some widely circulated belief 
“ous hisown people upon which he will enlarge and make it serve his. purpose. 

This was always the case with the great writers or romancers of anuijulty, and 

there is no -reason why the writer of Job should have acted otherwise. 

It would therefore not be improbable that the writer of Job, having been a Jew, 

had utilised for this picture of his some such Jewish belief as was current amons the 
veo; je in his time. Now, what is more likely than that he drew upon this very Day 

of Judgment” tradition in connection with the Jewish New Year’ !f such were 

really the ease, that the writer of Job had this tradition inhis mind (hen, of course, 

this tradition would be so much older than Malachi, since most of the Bible critics 

agree in placing the composition of Job at an age much earlier than that of 

Malachi; and’ the tradition must have been sufficiently old even in his time, 

efore it could have served his purpose. 
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JEWISH LITERATURE IN 5670. 
No reviewer of the year’s record can hesitate as to the literary event of | 


the period under notice. C. G. Montefiore’s work on the Gospels stands out 
as the most remarkable book, not merely of the twelve months, but also of 
the generation. It has been received with mixed feelings, but there has 
been so far no balanced judgment expressed on its merits and.its defects. 
The reason for this absence of discriminating criticism is not far to seek. 
Mr. Montefiore is a unique personality, with unique qualities. It needs 
another Montefiore to Judge him. And we have no other Montefiore. It is 
sate to prophesy that in five years’ time our theologians will begin to under- 
Stand the attitude of Mr. Montefiore, and that with understanding. will 
come also appreciation. Be thatas it may, a new era has dawned in Jewish 
theology. It has had the dust shaken off it; it will henceforth bear some 
relation to actuality. | 

Pioneers Cannot expect an immediate welcome. . Those whom thev 
disturb are naturally resentful. But it is greatly to the credit of human 
nature that it soon recovers its equanimity. Nothing could be finer than the 
spirit in which the conservatives have dealt with another great event of 
the year—the Geiger Centenary. They have forgotten the controversialist 
in the man and the scholar. There has, of course, been much Geiger litera- 
ture during the year-—-the most important publication being the Memorial 
Volume edited by Geiger’s son, Ludwig. The Centenary of the Reformer’s 
birth has been celebrated by the liberals without provocation, and by the 
conservatives Without rancour —a splendid exhibition of fraternity which 
must have its effect on our current differences, softening animosities, and 
strengthening the bonds of our common Judaism. Dr. A. Wolf's new book on 
Spinoza bas judiciously handled an earlier dispute. The mantle of Freuden- 
thal has fallen on Dr. Wolf, and the latter has given us the best English life 
of the Jewish philosopher, who so rudely agitated the Amsterdam Synagogue, 
at the moment when Menasseh ben Israel was, in another way, disturbing 
the Jews of London: There has been, on the other hand, no echo of the econ- 
troversy so gallantly led by Dr. trastee with regard to the Samaritan 
Joshua, exeept that we owe to Dr. Cowley a fine edition of the Samaritan 
Liturgy, a book of much value to specialists both for the history of worship 
and of philology. 

The secret of the animosity between Jews and Samaritans is part of the 
intricate problem of race, a subject on which Ignaz Zollschau has given us 3 
cood study “ Rassenproblem”), Another incident in the same problem is 
the character of Heine and Disraeli, both of whom have received fresh 
consideration in England, the latter because of some brilliant essays bv 
Mr. Lucien Wolf, and the former owing to the appearance ‘of a 
translation of Gustav Karpeles’ ‘“ Heine’s Memoirs.” All this is 
important for the correct orientation of the Jews in the eyes of 
the outside world. More important for the Jews themselves is the 
continued effort to analyse what is meant by “Jewish Culture.” Dr. 
Kohler’s systematic treatise on Jewish Theology (an English version of 
which is in preparation) has very ably dealt with both sides of the question ; 
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| righteousness—this movement is of supreme import. 
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it has sought to “place” Judaism in relation to general” religious move- 
ments, and also to teach Jews what Jewish theology implies for them. 
Such books as that edited by Leon Simon (" Aspects of the Hebrew Genius ” 
are significant expressions of the newer“ self-consciousness ’ of our time, 
and N. Slouschz has rendered a considerable service to the same cause by his 
‘**Renascence of Hebrew Literature.” Ben Jehuda's * Millon’ isa further 
help, for here we have a comprehensive lexicon of the Hebrew language in 
all its phases, ancient, medi:eval and modern. That the cult of Hebrew is 


closely connected with the growth of a Jewish culture is undenixble. This 
is not inconsistent with such admiration of the Hellenie side of Jewish 
thought as is shown in N. Bentwichs capital little book on * Philo.” — For 


Jewish culture, be what it may positively, cannot negatively be divorced 

from comprehensiveness. Zollschau is pronouncedly anti-Zionistic ; most of 
the other writers named are of the opposite school. Jewish culture to satisfy 
truth must somehow contrive to conciliate both schools. 

Interwoven with this fundamental! issue of our day is the position, of 
Jewish “ learning.” Rash would be the critic who ventured to dogmatise on 
what is the ideal training for the modern Jewish Rabbi. But the futnre of 
Jewish learning depends on the answer to this question. Our Rabbinie 
Seminaries are, from this point of view, in a healthy state. The works that 
have issued from them during the year have been distinguished by a rare 
freshness. Buda-Pesth gave us Guttmann’s “Introduction to the Halacha” 
as well as Bacher’s “Yemenite Poetry”; Vienna provided Krauss's 
* Antonius and Rabbi” (‘the same author’s Talmudie Arehieology comes 
from the most promising Jewish Literary Society extant); Breslau produced 
Brann's “ History of the Silesian Jews ". New York issued Ginzberg’s Gaonie 
and Yerushalmi Studies ; London presented Daiches's Assyriological contribu- 
tion to the condition of the Exiles in Babylonia. These works came direct 
from the Seminaries, which are all well-statfed and include—be it noted—some 
comparatively young scholars. Two revivals of the year tell the same story. 
The Society for the Publication of Hebrew Texts (Mekize Nirdamim) and the 
Jewish Quarterly Review have both enjoyed resurrection. These, again, are 
more or less academic in character, depending on the Seminaries and on 
rabbinic scholarship for their vitality. Dr. Margolis, one of the staff of the 
newest foundation—the Dropsie College of Philadelphia—is the author 
again of an excellent manual of the Language of the Babyionian Talmud, 
Goldschmidt’s translation of whic th, by the way, makes excellent progress. 
A second volume of the collected writings of a great Seminarist of the past 


—David Kaufmann—has also appeared during the year. 


Now, a learned Seminary staff is the first condition for a learned ministry. 
But the learning must not tend to become one-sided. One feels inclined, for 
instance, to begrudge the vast amount of attention that is being devoted to 
mediwval, to the exclusion of Biblical, aspects of Jewish thought. There 
are signs of a coming change. In Germany, Dr. Jamped, in Eogland, Mr. 
Wiener, and in America, Dr. Margolis, are setting a good example in con- 
cerning themselves with Biblical problems. There is too much readiness, 
however, to leave the Prophets and their teaching to the liberals, as though 
conservative Judaism is not also a Prophetic Judaism. The Pharisees were 
the heirs of Amos as well as of Ezekiel. This neglect curiously carries with 
it an indifference also to the philosophy of religion. To return, the Hebrew 
3ible of course occupies mueh loving attentéon, but the lovers are predomi- 
agtingly Christian. Such books as Skinner’s® Genesis, Koenig's new Lexicon 
and Buhl's revised Gesenius, the new Cambridge series of school editions of 


Old Testament texts, in the Khevised Version, Eerdman’s work on the Pen- 
-tateuch, are but a few of many examples of our neighbours’ activity. 


When 
shall we have a complete, annotated, school Bible for our Jewish children ? 


There is less reason than ever for timidity. Criticism is finding itself 
at last, and the revolt against Wellhausen is perceptible among the higher 
critics no less than among their antagonists. The sensation caused by the 
Pan-Babylonists is passing. Assyriology is becoming the friend of Biblical 
scholarship instead of its enemy. This is the very moment for Jews to step 
in to reclaim their birthright, and see to it that the Torah once more shall 
come forth.from Zion. There must be a widening of the horizon if Jewish 
literature is to have relation to Jewish life. We must oecupy ourselves 
with the great as well as with the small expressions of the Jewish 
spirit. Jewish Folk-lore, indeed, still finds a great representative in Dr. 
Gaster, whose articles in Dr. Hastings’ new Dietionary of Religions attain a 


high level of originality. Comparative religion, however, has so far been left to | 


the ‘‘heretics’’ whether non-Jews like Krazer (whose four volumes on 
*Totemism”™ haverecently appeared) ordJews like S. Reinach (whose“ Orpheus 
has been added to < . Apollo,” or again, Dr. Kisler (who has published his 
“ Mantle of Heaven”). True,-we do still need loeal histories, such as Mr. 
Riggs Calendar of tine Exchequer—a work which of itself is enough to 
defend the Jewish Historical Society against any fair charge of barrenness. 
Similarly, the Germans and the Austrians have, during the year, done much 
valuable work for their local history. But Jews, to whom Judaism is not merely 
a seience but an art of living, ought not to leave the immense comparative field 
uncultivated, To them, the “ Pragmatic” movement of our day, which, on 
the basis of comparative study of religions is coming more and more to test 
them, one and all, practically by their contributions to progress and 
It is the justification 

_ of Judaism after centuries of obloquy and misunderstanding.

A venerable Haji answered my call. “Oh, Katkhudah, have you heard ?”’ 
“T have heard.” “ What will befall?” ‘‘ Who knows? It is in the hands of 
God.’ “Speak notso. Weareall in the hands of God, but this thing is in 
your hands. Are you not headman of the village?” ‘Tam old. I can only 
whimper at my weakness.”  ‘ ‘Who talks of weakness ?" ‘This is the night 
for strength. ‘Gently, Sahib; can you not see my weight of years?” 
‘Katkhudah, better you had died in infaney than that your grey hairs 
should be stained with what will flow to-night. Listen, old man. [ am a 
friend of the great. I have the private ear of the Governor of the province. 
For what you do or neglect to do to-night, and for all the consequences, you 
ind you alone shall stand responsible. [swear it.” ‘I'he feeble old man 
hobbled off sobbing —-to do his duty. Well he did.it. 

I darted away to the house of the officer commanding the road guard. 
* You will carry this letter to the Governor in Isfahan, at breakneck speed,” 
I said. “By my eyes,” he replied, * at earliest dawn | shall send it by a fast 
messenger.’ Not to-morrow,’ retorted; ‘to-night. Not to-night; now. 
Not a fast messenger ; yourself. Every minute may mean a life, and for 
every life you shall answer to the Governor.” 

Getting back to the village, | found the drunken Parsee murderer a 
prisoner in my bedroom, and the corpse of the murdered Mussulman laid out 
before my door. I questioned the Parsee, but he could not speak coherently. 
| examined the corpse. The bullet had cut a clean tunnel from chest 
to back. The hatkhudah presently returned. “There will be no massacre 
to-night,’ he said. “Twill not answer for to-morrow. The man who is dead 
did not belong to our village. When his own fellow-villagers hear of the 
nurder they will not give my poor voice their ears.” ‘ Be at ease,” I said, 
“to-morrow morning there will come a voice from Isfahan that no man shall 
disregard.” Then I slept, in the Company of the Parsee prisoner and the 
dead Mussulman. 

At midnight most of the Jews in the pilgrim camp took their salvation 
into their own hands by «-mass exodus into the surrounding wilderness, 
north, south, east and west--anywhere to escape the coming 
fancy that one of their number, with beard died red, must have recalled 
another Hebrew exodus by night. At sunrise not two hundred Jews were 
left in ali the underground hiding-places of the camp. 

Two hours after sunrise the Bakhtiari troops of the Governor from 
Isfahan galloped their foaming horses into the village.

NO AMALGAMATION WITH THE HOME .FOR AGED JEWS. 
After a protracted discussion on Wednesday at a General Court of 
Governors and Subscribers to the above Institution, it was decided to 
rebuild the Institution in Mile End on its present site. 
Mr. EpMUND SEBAG-MONTEFIORE, the President, who was in the Chair, 
stated that anarchitect had been consulted, and it was ascertained that the 


cost. for remodeling, or virtually rebuilding the Home, would 
amount to considerably over £1,000. He briefly related what had 


been the outcome of the conference which a Special Committee had had 
with a Sub-Committee of the Home for Aged Jews and the concessions that 
Sub-Committee was prepared to recommend. The Special Committee, how- 
ever, had expressed unwillingness to amalgamate, although he did not hold 
the same opinion, and personally was strongly in favour of amalgamation. He 
was sure that they would not be able to collect the funds necessary to carry 
out the scheme presented by the architect, and mentioned a number of well- 
known families in the Sephardic community who would not subscribe to a 


fund that might at any time be raised for the purpose. | 


Mr. D. A. RoMAIN was absolutely opposed to sinking £1,000 on repairing 
the institution. He suggested the building of almshouses, adjacent to the 
almshouses they at present kept up. 

Mr. ISAAC GENESE pointed out, that, asa large number of members of 
their own congregation subscribed to the institution of the sister com- 
munity, they should make their appeal for funds to the whole Jewish com- 
munity. He mentioned that the cost per head of the inmates of the Home for 
Aged Jews was only half that of the cost of the inmates in the Beth Holim. 

Mr. E. L. Mocatra, while expressing his very strong sentimental ties, 
said that the Chairman's suggestion was the only practical course they could 
take. 

Mr. Ropert S&bAG-MONTEFIORE expressed himself in favour of 
amalgamation, and pointed out the advantages that would accrue to all 
concerned of such an arrangement. 

The HAHAM thought that all previous speakers had underestimated the 
vitality of the congrezation. They were now stronger than ever,and he was 
sure no difficulty would be experienced in obtaining the necessary funds. 

The CHAIRMAN emphatically declared bis intention of severing his official 
connection with the institution if it were decided to issue an appeal to rebuild 
it, but despite his pronouncement, a resolution to appoint a Building 
Committee for the purpose of devising ways and means for building the 
Beth Holim on its present site was carried. 

Owing to the lateness of the hour the meeting ‘was adjourned, and 
another meeting will be called after the holidays to appoint a building com- 
mittee. 

On the motion of the Chairman, seconded by the Haham, it was decided 
to send a letter of condolence to the family of the late Mr. S. Ll. Cohen.

Miss Phyllis Emanuel made a successful first appearance at the Queen’s

pianoforte Coneerto in A minor evinced a gracetul dignity and ease of style

From the East End. 


(From Our Correspondent | 
_ _ The fact of the association of the late Lady de Rothschild with the East 
nd and its Institutions calls for no iteration. One writer, recalling Lady 
Anthony's work aS & member of the Committee of the Jews’ ‘ree School, 
mentions her deep individual interest in the girls of the Bell Lane institu- 
tion, “She was especially interested in the eyesight of the children, and 
for many years paid the cost of spectacles for those children who needed 
them at two large East Kad schools.” Many middle-aged folk are yet to be 
found who will readily recall incidents connected with her ladyship’s sur- 
prise visits to the less favoured of her sisters. 

A couple of very interesting reminiscences of the earlier days of this 
dear lady have been related to me by no less a zealous communal worker 
than Mrs. L. Amelia Levy. What Mrs. Levy does not know of East End 
Jewry of a few generations back is assu redly not worth knowing.

The narrator recalls that her ladyship was looked upon by the poor as 
an angel in human form. “She brought a blessing to every household, and 
the money thus lent was often the foundation of future competence.” 

It was in the salubrious environs of Easington Buildings, one of the 
poorest loealities in the Ghetto of that day, that Mrs. Levy again came 
across her ladyship engaged upon her usual errandsof mercy. Lady Anthony 
had a very sweet way of setting these poor folk at their ease — people who 
would nowadavs be covered with confusion had the imperious charity 
oli¢ial of to-day called with his heavy list of interrogations. Mrs. Levy 
continued : 

At one of these very poor homes the two ladies endured the heated atmosphere of 
the weekly wash, with the fumes of a coke fire combined The woman was profuse 

n her apologies—the visit Was so unexpected Around the open door were all the 
young hopefuls of the locahty, ‘The ladies, however, did not hurry over their visit, 
the object of whieh was to’leave a brnght, golden sovereign in the hands of the 
Wwornan to spend ith any Way she rnonertit -probably to release a few of her house- 
hold goods from the accommodating care of a well-Known “ relative. 

How many partook of her ladyship’s bounty will never be known. = A 
fair tarcet for the berging-letter writer— ] have a typical specimen of one 
of these tear ’-laden messages by me as | write—her ladvship had the 
cood sense to plaeve these appeals in discriminating hands, before unwittingly 
encouraging the idle and the thriftless, Many hundreds of indigent folk 
were undoubtealy helped through the agency of Miss Harris without the 
world being a bit the wiser. This was charity—true charity. 

Following upon so many ridiculous communications on the aliens «ues- 


tion, Mr. William Catmur’s letter to the Kust London Observer (already 


quoted in the JEWISH CHRONICLE), will probably do much to disabuse the 
pooular mind of its quaint ideas coneerning the Jewish people. A very 
striking feature of the correspondence in the East London Observer, one that 
must have been obvious tto even the most unobservant, was to be found in 
the fact that the writers invariably thrust the word “alien” aside, devoting 
the space prodigally allotted to them to a tirade against all sorts and con- 
ditions of Jews. Evidently the editor considered it unnecessary to 
bring the blue pencil freely into use. | 

Here, tor example, area few specimen sentences, culled from the same 
issue as that in which Mr. Catmur's eminently sensible letter appeared. ‘‘ The 
Jew,’ says a genial, sweet-tempered correspondent, rejoicing in the name 
of Beverley, “is a slip-shod, illiterate fellow, and the universal employment 
of Jews on newspaper staffs, to the exclusion of the English, shows in the 
pages of all the leading London newspapers.” The amiable Mr. Beverley 
even has ashy at poor Mr. Zangwill for inscribing the school-boy doggerel 
quoted from this eolumn by the East London Observer without even a- 
‘thank you!”),in one of his primers. Much more of a similar edifying, 
nonsensical character does this genial correspondent give vent to. That it 
is worthy only of the waste-paper basket is plainly evident. 

Another gentleman, with a supertiious penny, stam) and ink and paper 
to spare, invokes the assistance of the editor of this local organ to invoke 
the assistance of the Powers in the solution of the aliens question. His 
letter smacks of “ Zionism by force,” and is as follows: 

Siin—For the future general and lasting peace of the whole world, the healthy 
welfare and honest prosperity of its several native Cnristian peoples, why, Sir, do 
not the great Powers confer, and combine, for the acquisition and restoration of the 
ancient land of Judea, to and for the enforced return of the undesirable alien Jews 
to the home of their forefatuers. in accordance with Biblical instructive prophecies 
here follow Biblical references)—-and so ensure. their future happiness ’—Yours 
ybediently. “ PkRo Bono Pus ico.” 

“ Pro Bono Publico”’ should find sufficient to keep him busy for many a 
long day if only he would tarn to the erying social needs of his own people. 

Mr. Catmur’s outspoken references to the Aliens Question, as far as its 
bearing upon“ economic dyspepsia” is concerned, appear to have brought 
him a somewhat warm letter of remonstrance from an irate lady reader of 
the local paper: This has led Mr. Catmur somewhat to modify his previous 
observations, and he has sought to. mollify the fair unknown by observing 
that far from being an unjust lover of “ unmentionable aliens” he considers 
that “the feeling against the aliens is more than justified.” . 
“the feeling is usually expressed very stupidly and offensively.’ Philosophi- 
eally, he continues :— 3 

If they would settle down with us as equal brethren, comrades, rejoicing, sorrow- 
ing, fellow-travellersin time and Eternity, of course that would be altogether a 
different pair of shoes. They cannot thus settle down and be at home with us in 


reasonable human. life... And.the. whole reason is that we ourselves are not. at. home 


with ourselves: we are not living, nor are we striving after any reasonable human 
life. Wehave lost our way and lost our map. 

Then, again, we find Mr. Catmar returning to the eulogistic frame of 
mind. And this is what he has to tell:— 

And it happens that still sailing on among the gloom and w recks in our troubled 
seas, we discover the Jewish people, holding fasta brotherhood, a law, a community ° 
finding the natural family and traditional morality, not exploded superstition, but 
beneficial in this world of woe. 


What Mr. Catmur’s real feelings are it is very dillicult to tell. He blows 


But, he urges, 
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hot and blows cold almost in the same breath. Perhaps that is what the 
generality. of his readers prefer. 

The request of an East End lady that her remains should be deposited 
in Jerusalem, has attracted much attention, especially among those who are 
apt to believe that sentiment, as far as it affects our homeland, is a thing of 
the past.. It is no uncommon thing for persons of moderate means to scrape

heads of which decided to shake the dust of England off their feet and spend 
their days amid the thrilling associations of the Holy Land. Three daughters 
went with their parents, though much against the former's wish. The 
sequel came a few months later, when the whole family re-embarked for 
Albion's shores. For the tourist, said they, Jerusalem was all very well, but 
to spend one’s existence there meant unnecessary jeopardy to health. Never- 
theless, the old folk still hope that when their time comes their remains will 
find a resting-place in the Holy Land. | 
The Sephardi Board of Guardians is moving with the times and has hit 
upon a good idea of wheedling the pence from pockets that might: well be 
relieved occasionally.

It would be inter- 
esting to hear from Mr. Wagner what are his institution's views upon the 
Jewish Hospital movement, and whether it is prepared to lend a helping 
hand to the building in Stepney Green before and after its establishment. 
Such assistance, coming from an institution of the character of the Lion Aid 
Society, would cause no end of gratification. It is not without the bounds of 
possibility. Will the Lion Aid Society assist the Jewish movement ?

(the Conservative agent) with the trite comment: “ That was not an unusual 
thing, according to good authority, among the Chosen People in days gone 
by.” Whereat there were the usual guffaws.

one big one. Now, the story of the Shofar is a big 
one, Of course, you might not think so by the look 
of it. If you follow me just a little, you will see 
what great events the Shofar has signalled. 

How old would you think the shofaris? Some 
of you will no doubt be surprised, but. it is true 
that the shofar has at least seen 5,222 years! And 
how great and crand was the occasion when this 
seemingly poor. instrament first used. Let 
me remind you of the occasion in words tiat ought 
to be familiar to all of you: There were thunders 
and lichtning and thick clouds upon the Mount, and 
the sounds of the shefar heard exceeding loud. . . 


As I told vou before, there are lots of tales 


about the Shofar, the most interesting and most 
fanciful -being that Satan (the spirit of the evil 
inclination) hides himself in the crooked horn and 
blocks the way, so that the tunes cannot always 
come out to pe ‘fection. And as the good and. pious 
ean always conquer Satan, it was always the custom 
to entrust. the Shofar to a good and pious Jew, 
renerally called Baal Tokeah, which means Master 
of Blowing, for vou must not forget that there are 
four different notes, and one must be a master to 
know how to produce them eorrectly. 

I hope l have told you enough to realise the 
rlorious past of this little musical instrument. [ts 
sound denotes a brilliant past and heralds also a 
great future for our race, and let us hope that the
